Unemployment across Canada began a steep 
last month, the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics indicated today. 


But British Columbia was not the leader in the 
jobless increase. 


The figures released: in Ottawa said the 


seasonally-adjusted rate of unemployment hit 5.3 


per cent of the national labor force. 


That makes it the highest in 16 months and 
second by only one-tenth of one per cent to the 
peak hit in 1963. 


The unemployment rate reached 4.7 per cent 
in B.C. Quebec was hardest hit with a rate of 
almost 6 per cent while Ontario saw its rate rise 
slightly to 2.9 per cent. 

A ‘total of 314,000 Canadians, out of a labor 


force of 8,142,000, were without jobs and looking 
for work last month. 


The jobless number was 35,000 greater than in 
September and 26,000 higher than in October last 
year. 


In B.C. ‘the picture was considerably less grim. 
Although the 40,000 unemployed last month was 
7,000 more than the number seeking work in 
September, it. was still 2,000 fewer than the 
number out of work in October a year ago. 


And the employment side of the ledger showed 
there were 809,000 -British Columbians working 
Jast month — 52,000 more than a year ago. 


The Atlantic region’s unemployment rate in 
October was 5.2 per cent. On the Prairies it was 
2.4 per cent.

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On Parkland, Says Kiernan

Recreation Minister Ken 
Kiernan said today the pro- 
vincial government isn’t 
interested in obtaining 116 
acres of potentialpark land 
on Cortes Island at a price 
double that of two years ago. 

And he warned that nobody

“Anyone who enters info a 
deal with us with the idea that 
he’s going to get substantially 
more than a fair market price 
because he’s dealing with the 
government ought to get rid 
of that idea — that’s not the 
way we function.”

Benson Finds 


Calgary

CALGARY (CP) — Finance 
Minister Edgar Benson tried to 
outline the federal government's 
proposals for tax reform to'a 
group of this oil city’s business 
elite Wednesday night—and ran 
into a cool reception that some- 
times verged on hostility. 

The session started with a 
joking question asking whether 
the minister realized the gov- 
ernment’s white paper on tax 
reform had, first, a red cover, 
and, secondly, was made public 
last Friday on the 52nd anniver- 
sary of Russia's Bolshevik revo- 
lution. 

It was the last joke of the 
night, but it set the scene ‘for 
the following questions as the 
proposed reforms were attacked 
on grounds they would hamper 
business, cripple free enterprise 
and destroy individual initia- 
tive. 

Mr. Benson often ran into 
hoots of laughter as he tried to 
explain that the government 
feels the recommendations 
would benefit many Canadians 
and were winning wide support. 

“It’s punitive,”’ said one busi- 
ness executive of the white 
paper after the session. 

“Socialism—that's all it is, so- 
cialism,’”’ agreed another stand- 
ing beside him. 

The affair had been billed as 
a fund-raising supper for the 
Liberal party, with a sold-out 
capacity of 125 tickets at $50 
each,

Earlier, 
he had talked briefly about the 
white paper before an estimated 
650 persons at a Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon in Edmon- 
ton and then handled questions 
from the floor for almost an 
hour. 

His reception in Edmonton 
was markedly different from 
Calgary, with most of the ques- 
tion aimed at getting explana- 
tions of technical aspects of the 
proposals. 

Calgary Liberal officials de- 
scribed their supper as a good 
cross-section of the city’s busi- 
ness community, including a 
solid representation of oil indus- 
try executives as well as law- 
yers and accountants. 

The question most frequently 
put to Mr. Benson was what ef- 
fect the proposed reforms, espe- 
cially a tax on capital gains; 
wuld have on private ‘enter- 
prise and the small business- 
man, 

The white paper recommends 
taxing capital gains—the profit 
on the sale of any asset such as 
stocks 4in a company—as in- 
come. Tax on the sales” of 
shares in any publicly-owned 
company, however, would be le- 
velled on only 50 per cent of the 
total gain, 

Write-off for any capital 
losses would also be permitted. 

Several questioners argued 
the proposal would force owners 
of many small companies that 
had gone public to sell control 
of their firm to pay taxes. 

Mr. Benson replied Ottawa 
wasn't proposing anything that 
would force anyone te lose con- 
trol of a company. 

The white paper had been 
drawn up to provide a basis for 
debate on how to achieve the 
best system of taxation for Can- 
ada. 

Several questioners also criti- 
cized Mr. Benson for not going 
further in the proposals to make 
Canada a more attractive tax 
haven than the United States. 

They said lower tax rates in 


the U:S. meant many Canadians 
would emigrate to that country. 

When Mr. Benson said she) 
doubted anyone, even in that 
room, would move to the U.S. 
for tax reasons, many in the|

EW MAJOR ADDRESSES ARE 
made by government ‘figures 
these days without at least a passing 
reference to Canada’s far North. 
Whether the main topic is employ- 
ment, natural resources, sovereignty; 
conservation, industrial expansion, 
or a dozen other matters of special 
interest to Canddians today, .the 
territories are likely to men- 
tioned. 

It was news to Canadians when 
Prime Minister Trudeau, in discus- 
sing some time ago the proposed 
repatriation of a large section of our 
country’s NATO forees from Europe, 
suggested the need for deployment 
in defence of Canada’s shores as one 
reason for their return. The idea of 


be 


‘Arctic service was quickly incorpor- 


ated into this concept. Mere was a 
new role for Canada’s army and 
navy, if not for the air force. For 
while exercises and patrols have 
from time to time been staged in the 
far North, and radar warning in- 
stallations dot the terrain, there 
have been few if any army bases as 
such on the Arctic rim of Canada’s 
territory. . 

As questions of Canadian sover- 
eignty in the far North beeame a 


matter of active discussion over the 


past few months, the proposed con- 
tinuing presence of troops in the 
area was seen as more in the nature

“Trudeau's rather vague reference to 


the idea has now been adumbrated 
by General F. R. Sharp, Chief of the 


Defence Staff. Speaking in Ottawa 
recently, General Sharp referred to 
the co-operation of ground and air 
forces in maintaining ‘a high cap- 
ability for parachute and air-trans- 


~pérted operations in-erder to fore- 


stall the possibility of any violation 
of our land or isolated vital instal- 
lations,” . 

He provided more details: “We 
are now giving increased attention 
to the Arctic and deciding on the 
best organization, equipment and 
weapon systems to ensure we have 
the capability of carrying out effici- 


ent reconnaissance of the North and 


dealing expeditiously with any inci- 
dents in the violation of our terri- 
tory.” 

“In short,’ General Sharp con- 
cluded, “we keep a very close eye 
on who is flying over our territory 
—we know who is using the waters 
around. our coasts—and we are on 
the alert for anyone who might 
make expeditions into our north- 
lands—and we have the capability of 
‘ontrolling and doing something 
about land, sea and air violations if 
they occur.” 

This ‘all suggests a greater con- 
‘entration on home defence and. a 
downgrading -of overseas commit- 
ments—although our military asso- 
clations with NATO and the United 
Nations remain major facets of our 
defence policy. ‘In effect, a new em- 
phasis on. Arctic military ‘activity 
may be considered as a contribution 
to continental and Atlantic-basin de- 
fence as well as a domestic measure. 
In this particular period of mounting 
interest in the far North it may 
serve us well. 


Identity Within the Whole 


UEBEC'S PREMIER BERT- 
rand went squarely on the 
record this week when he told a 
Toronto audience that “the choice 
I have, made is for Quebec to re- 
main in Canada, and with the other 
provinces and the central govern- 
ment to find ways and means to 
adapt the established pattern to the 
needs, problems and aspirations of 
our times.” 
Mr. Bertrand made-a clear dis- 
tinction between nationalists and 
“separatists or extremists’. He des- 


-cribed nationalism as “the pride of 


being what we are ... and a posi- 
tive and creative element of pa- 
triotism.”” : ; 
These remarks are in contrast 
to many expressions originating 
with publicized spokesmen in Que- 
hec today, and.the extremist cries 
are naturally the ones which get 
most attention in other parts of 


Canada. But Mr. Bertrand’s mod- 
erate tone restores a needed per- 
spective on the Quebec situation. 
Canadians everywhere will hope 
that it reflects the opinion of the 
great bulk of the people of Quebec— 
that “silent majority” to which 
President Nixon has appealed in 
the United States. 

Riots, protests and picketing are 
evidence of the ferces felt in Quebec 
today — indeed, felt in all countries 
where there is, as Mr. Bertrand puts 
it, a “global collective quest for an 
idéntity.” But search for that iden- 
tity does not mean that Quebec has 
to leave Confederation. In language, 
as in‘numerous other considerations, 
Canadians outside of Quebec are 
willing to support that “quest for an 
identity” so long as it strengthens 
rather than weakens the nation. Mr. 
Bertrand gives welcome assurance 
that this can be achieved.

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Russia’s ABM, the ‘Hava 
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Footprints in the Salt 
Could Undermine Talks 


The nuclear. balance of 
terror is being eroded under 
the nose of the strategic arms 
limitation talks (SALT) that 
open in Helsinki next week. 


The SS9 leaves footprints. 
The Russians now have 
around 200 of these missiles, 
which brings the Soviet de- 
ployment of landbased inter- 
continental ballistic missiles 
(ICBMs) beyond ‘the 1,000 
mark and on a par with the 
Americans, 

The SS9 can carry a single 
warhead of up to 25 megatons 
or three smaller warheads of 
5 megatons each. 

These three smaller war- 
heads separate and fall in one 
or two set patterns. They 
cannot scatter over a wide 
range, and they cannot yet be 
guided on to individual targets 
as can the full-blown multiple 
independently targeted re- 
entry vehicles, or Mirvs, that 
America is building. 


‘Three Children’ 


Rut the patterns the Rus- 
sian warheads make are 
revealing. Last year’s tests in 
the Pacific showed the SS9 
letting its three children go 
either in triangles or in 
straight lines which almost 
‘exactly fitted, in shape and 
size, the way the Americans 
site their own clusters ‘of 
land-based missile silos. 

These were the ‘‘footprints"’ 
President Nixon spoke of. in 
March. 

Such patterns. can 
for_attacks on cities, 
cluster of warheads 
devastating against such a 
target than a single warhead 
of a bigger total megatonnage 
would be.

Vulnerable on Land 


Over the next decade, it 
seems likely that land-based 
missiles, whether deployed in 


fixed silos or on mobile 
launching platforms will 
become increasingly vulner- 


able to a pre-emptive attack. 

This suggests that in the 
1970s the ability to survive a 
suprise nuclear attack and to 
launch a retaliatory strike will 
turn. more and more on 
weapons other than land- 
based ICBMs. 

But the days of the old high- 
flying heavy bomber are 
plainly numbered, because 
they can be blown out of the 
sky by anti-aircraft missiles 

So retaliation will depend 
increasingly on seaborne

weapons: that is, on sub 
marines of the Polaris type. 
The. Russians, who are build- 
ing their own for the first 
time plainly believe so. 

Curiously, the Americans 
seem nore dubious They are, 
it is true, re-equipping 30 of 
their 41 Polaris submarines 
with longer-range, multi-war- 
head Poseidons; but so far 
they have made no move to 
add to the number of sub- 
marines. 

One reason for this may be 
the realization that the original 
total of 41, ordered under the 
influence of the panic about a 
missile gap ten years ago, 
was too large at the time 
anyway. But the other reason 
may be that the Americans 
are coming to have doubts 
about the once unquestioned 
invulnerability of their missile 
submarines. 

And that is the way science 
is plainly going. The range at 
which sonar can _ detect 
objects under water is being 
increased, and the ability to 
identify different vessels by 


their “noise signatures” 
Russian submarines are 
apparently noisier than 
American ones is_ being 
improved 


Faster, Quieter 


Faster and quieter attack 
submarines—the killers of the 
missile ones—are being 
developed. The chances of 
detecting, tracking and then 
destroying missile submarines 
when they leave their home 
base are rising year by year 

This opens up the prospect 
that the missile submarines 
are capable of destroying the 
would-be destroyer. A deadly 
game may already be going 
on just under the surface of 
the world's oceans 

Looking further ahead, it is 
possible that before the 1970s 
are out the spotting of sub- 
merged submarines by infra- 
red: and electromagnetic tech- 
niques and the use of recon- 
naissance satellites. will be 
much more advanced than ii 
is now 

But the terrier wants to kill 
the rat as well as to spot it 
In the early 1970s, at any 
rate, the best bet for a killer 
will remain the attack sub- 
marine 

But a new possibility is 
opening up here too, As 
computers are made to work 
faster, it is feasible to estab- 
lish the flight path of in- 
coming missiles . (thus ‘fixing 
the position of the submarine 
that is firing them) in time to 
launch from some distance 
away a very fast counter- 
submarine missile (CSM for 
short, if only for the pleasure 


of introducing sergeant- 
majors to the naval scene) 
that could = destroy the 


attacker before it had got all 
its rockets off, 

The Americans, as least, 
are already taking ‘precau- 
tions against this. The range 
of submarine-launched mis- 
siles is being increased, so that 
the defender will have to watch 
a wider-are of sea. 


The Polaris A2 goes 1,700 
miles; its successor, the A3, 
goes 2,850 miles; -and the 
Poseidon will go 3.150 miles. 
The same .effect is achieved 
by the introduction of multi- 
warhead missiles. 


Hitting Power 


Greater hitting power will 
be deployed to compensate for 
the increased vulnerability of 
the miissile-launching sub- 
marines: the more warheads 
you can pack into one missile, 
the fewer missiles you have to 
fire to achieve a_ given 
amount of destruction. 

And meanwhile’ the land- 
based silos, or some of them, 
will be protected by anti- 
missile systems like the 
American ‘‘Safeguard.” 

So the attempt to keep their 
nuclear punch intact may be 
leading both superpowers into 
another expensive lap in the 


arms race.- But that is not 
what is really frightening 
them 


The really appalling thought 


that is beginning .to dawn. on 
both the United States and 
Russia is that the pell-mell 
advance of technology—multi- 
warheads, faster computers, 
super-quick submarine- 
destroying missiles, the lot- 


may be creating a situation in: 


which one or the other of: 
them, or both, might honestly 
think it could knock out its 
opponent and get away with 
it 

Right now they both know 
that, even if they pounced 
without any warning, they 
could not posibly destroy 
enough of the other side’s 
weapons to avoid the most 
enormously devasting counter- 
blow.. 


Around Cities 


But the steady progress of 
SS93s_ and submarine - killing 
gradually increasing the per- 
centage of the other side’s 
striking force you can reason- 
ably hope to destroy with your 
own first strike. 

The time may not be far 
off—the end of the 1970s.

survived the first strike.

Arthropods Versatile, 


The success of any animal 
group as a part of the world 
of nature can be measured in 
a number of ways; /by the 
length ‘of time it has existed 
throygh the ages of geological 
time, by the numbers of 
individuals currently in exist- 
ence, or by the variety of 
forms that have evolved dur- 
ing its history. 

The latter is perhaps the 
truest method -of judging 
success since it ‘takes into 
account the versatility of the 
members of the group—the 
ability to adapt to a wide 
variety of living conditions 

Using versatility as a meas- 
ure the group known collect- 
ively as the arthropods is pre- 
eminent in the. animal king- 
dom; its members are found 
literally in every habitat on 


this . planet and they will 
undoubtedly be the last to 
“disappear when’ all life is 


extinguished on earth when- 
ever that may be

This is the group that 
contains such diverse _forms 
as miilipedes, centipedes, 


scorpions, spiders, crabs, 
shrimps, barriacles and the 
vast assemblage of insects, 


altogether ‘numbering more 
than 800,000 kinds of animals 
and making up about three- 
quarters, of the whole. animal 


kingdom.

Their success is probably 
due to a number of different 
inter-related factors but the 
chief one seems to be the 
possession of a very special 
kind of skeleton that has 
permitted arthropods to de- 
velop a multitude of highly 
efficient body plans.

Other groups of animals 
have also developed skeletons 
of one kind or another, such as 
shells in molluses, interlock- 
ing plates in echinoderms and 
calcareous cups in corals, but 
none-of these has the versa- 
tility of the arthropod type of 
support as we shall see 

In the first place the 
arthropod skeleton forms the 
outside covering of the entire 
animal._not —just apart. It 
therefore provides a more or 
less complete protective 
shield against harmful agents 
in the outside environment 
like a suit of armor. Also, 
like the armor suit, it is 
jointed to ‘allow freedom of 
movement, a_ characteristic 
which gives the group its 
tethnical name. , (Arthropod 
means ‘‘jointed foot’) 


Besides this important pro- 


tective function the skeleton 
also serves as a very essential 
base for the attachment of 
muscles. This feature alone 
accounts t6 a large extent for 
the superiority of arthropods 
since it allowed them to 
develop a great many kinds of 
movable appendages énabling 
the various members to swim, 
dig, crawl, walk, run, jump, 
and even fly 


The material of which the 
skeleton is made is -also 
unique and wonderfully effect- 
ive. It is largely chitin, a 
“noncellular substance some- 
thing like man-made plastic 
and, like plastic, it is not 
attacked by water, dilute 
acids, alkali, or even digestive 
juices. It can be extremely 
thick and tough as in the claw 
of a ¢rab or as delicate and 
airy thin as the: wing of a 
‘gnat

for papers and 350 written 
questions on the House order 
paper. An unbelievable _ in- 
crease, statistically, between 
59 and ‘69. 

House committees are al- 
ready deep in work; indeed, 
several had been meeting 
through the recess. The oral 
question period each day runs 
its allotted length. There are 
always backbenchers who 
don’t get recognized before 
the time runs out.

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Book Claims Czarist Russia 
Plotted 1914 Sarajevo Shot

LONDON (CP) The as- 
sassin’s name is in the history 
books, but mystery still sur- 
rounds the most momentous 
crime of the 20th century—the 
murder: of an Austrian arch- 
duke im the obscure Balkan 
town of Sarajevo that un- 
leashed the First World War. 

Sir Edward Grey, Britain's 
foreign secretary in that fatal 
summer of —1914;--wrote” 11 
years later: “The world will 
presumably never be told all 
that was behind the 
murder. ... Probably there 
is not, and never was, any one 
person who knew all there 
was to know.” 

Now a Boston-born historian 
suggests that assassin Gavrilo 
Princip and his student na- 
tionalist accomplices were 
acting with the backing of 
Czarist Russia—that the: kill- 
ing of Archduke Franz Ferdi- 
nand may have been a de- 
liberate attempt to start a 
world war ,in the interests of 
Russian expansion. 

In her book The Russian 
Dagger, published by Collins, 
Virginia Cowles sets 
‘show how Soviet dreams of 
mastering the world grew 


from a long tradition of ruth- 


less Russian imperialism.

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Our Youth Bored 
With Our Affluence’ 


Today’s -business leaders 
are tumbling into a void of 
silence, having forgotten how 
to talk to the young, Victoria 
Chamber of Commerce mem- 
bers were told Wednesday. 


Warren Reynolds, head of 
nationally-known Ronalds 
Reynolds advertising agency, 
spoke to a luncheon meeting 
of the chamber membership 
at Empress Hotel, mostly on 
the failure of advertising to 
explain its role to the public. 

But at the end of his 
prepared remarks, Reynolds 
added a sombre footnote 
direct to all adults, especially 
those im positions of leader- 
ship, who have raised the 
living standard to its histori- 
cal peak and lost the confi- 
dence of youth. 

“T believe we have failed to 
communicate with them in a 
meaningful way,” 
said. ; 

“We have forgotten to com- 
municate a standard for living 
tegether.. We must reach 
across the generation gap and 


be willing to listen to what | 


they say and to understand.” 
He noted most of those 
present had experiences 
dating back to the 1930s, when 
living and working’ was a 
struggle for survival. Then, 
the 40s and what Reynolds 
called the “fight for democ- 
racy,’’ followed by the period 
of reconstruction in the 50s. 


ALIENATION GAP 


With the 1960s, however, 
came the reaction against the 
efforts of 30 years — ‘We are 
falling headlong into the 
alienation gap,”’ said Rey- 
nolds. 

“Our children hold no tenet 
of the things that motivated 
us. They have become bored 
with affluence; more im- 
portant they have become 
bored with progress.” 

Reynolds took the blame, on 
behalf of admen, for con- 
tributing to the ‘‘conspiracy of 
silence’’ in the area of social 
responsibility. 

“We've not a done a very 
good job of explaining our- 
selves to anybody,’’ otherwise 
there would not be a great 
weight of criticism.directed at 
the advertising industry from 
government, opposition, aca- 
demics, consumer associa- 


tions, sociologists, Reynolds 
said. 
“As businessmen we must 


remember we are citizens 
first, businessmen second, and 
be concerned with the society 
we are building.” 

Correlation has been found 
between the high level of 
criticism against advertising 
and the high level of -gross 
national product in such 
nations as Canada, the U.S., 


U.K. and Germany, Reynolds | 
said. Criticism can be said to 


be severe, he said.

It is with deep misquiet that 
he sees misunderstanding of 
the advertising industry, 
“passing from a whim of 


intellectuals to a general 
assault.” 

But much is based on 
misinformation, not malice; 


ignorance not information, he 
said, referring to opposition 
voiced at hearings of the joint 
committee of the Canadian 


Senate and House of Com- 
mons dealing with adver- 
tising 

Some allegations held an 
element of truth, Reynolds 
said. Waste in advertising is 
partly true, as in other 
industries, he said.

_ Vote 
Demanded 


SAIGON (Reuters) — 
Gen. Duong Van Minh, a 
former head of state, today 
proposed a national refer- 
endum in South Vietnam 
to decide whether the 
people support the gov- 
ernment of President Nug- 
yen Van Thieu. 


The general, popularly known: 


as Big Minh, made the proposal 
in a statement seen by observ- 
ers here as Thieu’s biggest po- 
litical challenge since he  be- 
came president two years ago 


~—after elections in which Minh; 


was barred from running. 

The general's statement said 
a referendum ‘“‘would be a solu- 
tion to help the government 
gain enough real strength in de- 
manding our American ally to 
step into the background, as did 
Russia and the Chinese Commu- 
nists, and let the Vietnamese 
negotiate directly with the Viet- 
namese."’ 7 

Minh, who led the coup that 
ended. the administration of 
President Ngo Dinh Diem, has 
been regarded as Thieu's 
strongest potential rival since 
his return’ from exile in Thai-| 
land Oct. 5, 1968. 

He went into exile after being 
ousted as head of state in a 
bloodtess coup in 1964. 


‘LACKS SUPPORT’ 

Minh, regarded as a potential 
leader of a “third force’ in 
South Vietnam's political life 
said that a large majority of the 
people did not support the gov- 
ernment. 

He said in the statement, and 
the words were underlined: 

“T am for national independ- 
ence, with the support of our al- 
lies in the free world bloc. It is 
clear that that is not pre-Com- 
munist neutralism."’ 

He emphasized that he was 
not a supporter of ‘“‘any bloc or 
front.’* 

“T have always had. one 
unique position—-that is the peo- 
ple's position.”’ 


Viet Murders 
Charged to 
U.S. Officer 


FORT BENNING, Ga. (AP) 

U.S. Army officials say they 
have completed an investigation 
into charges of multiple murder 
of Vietnam civilians by a young 
American lieutenant, but ‘that a 
decision whether to try him re- 
mains to be made, 

A-civilian lawyer representing 
Leiut. William L. Calley Jr. of 
Waynesville, N.C., said Wednes- 
day night he- was unsure how 
many killings were attributed to 
his client but had heard the fig- 
ure 109 mentioned. He said Cal- 
ley was not guilty. 

The lawyer, George W. Lati- 
mer, said the slayings were al- 
leged to have occurred in 
March, 1968, when Calley com- 
manded a platoon of the 11th In- 
fantry brigade in a raid on a 
village near Quang Ngai. 

The charges were brought 
against Calley Sept. 5, one day 
before he was due to be dis- 
charged after two years of serv- 
ice. Officials said he was re- 
tained by the army pending dis- 
position of the case and at- 
tached to a company at Fort 
Benning. 

A preliminary hearing, at 
which Latimer represented Cal- 
ley, was held two weeks ago 
Officials said a report on the 
hearing would be submitted to 
Maj.-Gen. Orwin Talbott, post 
commander, who would decide 
whether the lieutenant should be 
tried by court martial 
NOT UNDER ARREST 

They added that Calley was 
not under arrest or confine- 
ment 

Post authorities declined | to 
give any details of the murder 
charges. In Washington, the 
Pentagon refused to comment 

In Salt Lake City, Latimer de-. 
clared: ‘‘The people he was sup- 
posed to have killed were Viet 
Cong, . 

“Tt was a Viet Cong village 


These people were our ene- 
mies."’ 
Six specifications were 


brought against Calley, four 
charging multiple murder and 
two alleging single killings. 

_As for the number of persons 
Calley allegedly killed, Latimer 
said: “You can take just about 
any figure you want.” 

He said he couldn't recall the 
precise language, but’ the four 
multiple specifications charge 
the murder of ‘something like 
‘not less than 10’ or ‘not less 
than 20.’ x 

“Well, what does that mean? 
Tt could mean 20, it could mean 
10.000."" 

Calley has made no public 
statement and has not been 
available to reporters siace the 
case against him was first dis- 
closed.

PRAGUE ‘(APY Czecho- 
siovakia’s next riot, for a 
change, could be about under- 
wear instead of politics 

This has been acknowledged 
in the censored press. Com- 
plaining about the acute short- 
age of women's panties, a 
lady 
daily newspaper Vecern 
Praha: 

“IT know arr intelligent young 
man who judges women not 
by their dress but by their un- 
derwear. All the more sur- 
prising that the men who rule 
the lingerie trade do not do 
something before the’ women 
begin to riot.’’ 

An unsigned letter in the 
newspaper demanded to 
know: “When shall we finally 
be able to dress from the bot- 
tom up instead of just. from 
the top, down? I -have been 
walking around without pan- 
ties for a month,"” 

The panties problem com- 
manded front-page space even 
in Rude Pravo, the main 
Communist .party daily, for 
three consecutive days recent- 
ly. In a series of confusing. re- 
ports, various branches of the 
textile and synthetic yarn in- 
dustries complained about 
labor shortages, too few linge- 
rie machines, supply irregu- 
larities and no funds for im- 
porting such indispensible

Vecerni Praha said plans 
call for 12,900%0 pairs of 
women's panties t#jbe manu- 
factured in Czectidmtovakia 
this year. When you divine it 
by the number of pantie@ge 
women “that is not enougfi;: 
the newspaper added. 

Without offering immediate 
hope, Vecerni Praha said 
there is a possibility that with 
more initiative the lingerie in- 
dustry might be able to in 
crease production more than 
a third in 1970. 

But the situation is getting 
more serious every day, espe- 
cially with. winter coming on. 

A check of -Prague stores 
confirmed that the panties 
shelves really are as bare as 
some of the girls. And “boot- 
leg’ panties could; not be 
found despite the claim of two 
teen-age girls who wrote a 
newspaper that store clerks 
were holding them back for 
favored customers.

SHOPPING GUIDE 
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Polish Replaces 
Rubbed-Off Silver 


By PENNY SAVER 


I now have a silver-plated house key. 


At least part of it is silver plated... The rest 
is left plain to dramatize the difference. 


My house key was 


plated when a salesman 


came round to tell me that a new silver polish had 
reached the Victoria market. This polish replaces 


silver as you polish, and; 
of the reader who asked,

This new polish will clean, 
plate and shine silver, copper, 
brass (like in house key) 
bronze, zine, nickel and 
chrome. It will clean, polish 
but not plate pewter, white 
metal, lead, aluminum and 
gold. 

The point is that every time 
you set a clothful of abrasive 
cleaner to silver (especially 
silver plate) you are removing 
some of the metal itself. Even 
a non-abrasive. cleaner re- 
moves the little bit that has 
chemically changed into tar- 
nish, 

This cleaner counters that 


yes, for the information 
this is:the one that was 
papers last August. 


by molecularly bonding a thin 
layer of silver onto either the 
old silver or the core the old 
silver was plated to. Repeated 
cleanings should gradually re- 
store badly worn plate. 

This new silver is actually 
plated on so it won't chip or 
flake. I have used my door 
key several times since it was 
silvered (and it wasn’t done 
properly, at that) but it still 
looks. great! 

The polish itself is poison- 
ous, but after it has been 
thoroughly washed off the 
utensils themselves will be as 
safe as the day they were 
bought. 


Silver-Plated Bumpers 


Application is easy: Wipe it 
on, let it dry then wash. My 


. key was just rubbed, which is 


an inferior method of applica- 
tion. A little brush will take 
care of -crevices in the 
pattern, 

One of the things that will 
Plate, if you remember, is 
chrome. This means the 
polish can be used to fill in 
pits on chrome bumpers or 
chair legs. 

An automotive buff I told 
about--this-was- skeptical; he 
pointed out that silver is quite 
reactive and that car exhaust 
contains all sorts of things 
that corrode. The manufac- 
turers, however, say it will 
last six to eight months and 
the stuff has been on.sale in 


smoggy California 
years. 

I had my wedding ring 
Polished too, as a demonstra- 
tion of what happens with all 
but the seven metals that will 
plate. The lustre was lovely 
and I was told that the polish 
won't harm jewels. 

All in all, I would class this 
new polish as a good thing. It 
isn’t expensive either, a five- 
ounce bottle costs $2.98 and a 
12-ounce bottle, $4.98. 
~The polish is now in several 
Victoria stores, and will’ be 
demonstrated in two of them 
Saturday. 5

“That man,” in the new vo- 
cabulary Mrs, Grant has 
learned as New York City’s 
first consumer affairs com-

began last March. Since then 
the 1945 Miss America and 
‘longtime ‘television persohal- 
ity has crusaded against 
“shamburgers” that ere not 
all: beef, veal “cutlets” that 
are really patties, poor tele- 
Phone service, parking ga- 
rages that'‘damage cafs and 
overcharge, frogen “fresh” 

. fish, excessive hospital rates 
and salesmen peddling black 
and white televisions as color 
sets. 


LUNCH IN CAR 


Her threat to “put that man 
out of business” was dropped 
almost casually at the start of 
a recemt hearing on furniture 
movers in which a proces- 
sion of witnesses complained 
of overcharges, damaged fur- 
niture, drunken and nearly 
immovable moving men and 
even outright theft. 

Afterward, Mrs. Grant 
climbed into the cluttered 
back seat of a chauffeured 
sedan with a red flasher on 
the dashboard and headed up- 
town to address a meeting of 
elderly persons. She ate lunch 
in the car—a few chocolate 
cookies—and sorted through 
seme of the day’s correspond- 
ence.

Fre- 
quently the goods they buy 
wear out before the time-pay- 
ment contracts are made 
good, she says. 


800 COMPLAINTS 


Although some critics say 
Mrs. Grant has generated 
more press than action, she 
has*succeeded in making the 
department and the services 
it offers to consumers highly 
visible. 

Complaints about unfair 
business practices pour in at 
an increasing rate. In one re- 
cent week the department 
took 800 complaints and got 
some sort of action on 559. 

Mrs, Grant admits she 
knew little about consumer

* ‘PORONTO (CP)—This is the first time we can’t 
hang our troubles-on anyone else,” Rochdale College 
president John Bradford said Wednesday in announcing 
the college’s ‘18-storey building likely will be put 


up for sale. 

He told’“a news “conference 
that the failure of many resi- 
dents of the experimental. edu- 
cational community to pay their 
rent has put the college on the 
financial rocks. 

The college was opened 14 
months ago in an ambitious at- 
tempt to give students a place 
where they could live and learn, 
free from the rules and regula- 
tions of what they termed the 
Establishment. 

“This time it's the kids: them- 
selves,” said Jack Jones, the 
college's minister of _ informa- 
tion. ‘‘We don’t know what to do 
about that—there's no external 
bogey man." 

The 18-man college council de- 
cided to recommend selling the 
building because nearly half the 


850 residents refused to pay|- 


rent. The college was unable to 
raise the $26,000 mortgage. pay- 
ment owed Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corp. at the begin- 
ning of this month. 

Although the council expects 
some college members to. pro- 
pose refinancing at a genreal 
“meeting Tuesday, Mr. Jones| 
said this would only postpone a 
financial collapse’ for another 
six months. 

He said the college already 
has two tentative offers to buy 
the building for close to $8,- 
000,000. This would yield a profit 
of nearly $2,000,000 after mort- 
gages and other obligations 
were met. 


MAY START AGAIN 

Despite this latest upheaval in 
its short lifetime of internal 
crises, some Rochdale leaders 
hope that a profit from the sale 
of the building could be used to 
start a new community on a 
more modest and realistic 
scale. 

Rochdale began tentative op- 
erations in 1967 as an outgrowth 
of Campus Co-operative Resi- 
dences Inc., a student-run co-op 
providing cheap accommodation 
in 30 Toronto houses. 

The first Rochdalers, includ- 
ing 26-year-old Bradford, 
started seminars and discussion 
groups in the houses in order to 
fill the educational gap for those 
who found university learning 
stifling or irrelevant. 

Campus Co-operative got to- 
gether with a city real estate 
development firm to build Roch-

dale, with the co-op contributing 
$200,000, the real estate com- 
pany arranging mortgaging and 
the CMHC putting up 90° per 
cent of the $5,700,000 total cost. 
Ownership was vested in a com- 
pany .called Co-Operative Col- 
lege Residences Inc. 

‘Rents in this cross between an 
apartment building and a oat. 
lege ranged from about $80 a 
month for a_ single furnished 
room to $130 for an unfurnished 
pne-bedroom apartment. 

All residents pay $25 a year 
membership dues in the college 
itself, but only about 200. resi- 
dents are full-time Rochdale 
students. The other live in 
Rochdale .and attend regular 
universities, mainly the Univer- 
sity of Toronto. 


RAISED PROBLEMS 


The concept of total freedom 
raised problems from the start 
—ranging from who was to take 
out the garbage to the control of 
drug users and sellers, gate- 
erashers looking for free meals 
and wandering hippies wanting 
a place to sleep. 

When a college council’ was 
formed after the initial period 
jof chaos, residents engaged in 
|interminabie debates on the 
pros and cons of adopting rules

Anti-Pollution War to Hit Supermarts 


DUNCAN — The battle 
against pollution was to be 
carried to Duncan § super- 
markets today. 

The Duncan branch of the 
Society for Pollution and 
Environmental Control, 
formed last week, planned to 
distribute handbills at five 
stores, urging shoppers to 
avoid detergents that do not 
break down in water. 

SPEC chairman Kurt Horn 
said more than 200 persons 
will participate in the three- 
day blitz. 

“There has been an en- 
thusjastic response to our 


campaign,” he said. “People 
realize we've got a real 
problem.”’ 


Horn said the blitz was 
designed to Warn the public 
against non-biodegradable 
detergent used most exten- 
sively for disheg and laundry. 

“‘We want the public to help 
in the battle to save our 
water, air, and land from the 
destructive effects of our 
indiscriminate and potentially 
suicidal use o pesticides, 
herbicides and other harmful 
agents,’ said Horn 

He said nideieladiantadable 
detergents are a major factor 
in water pollution. 


Shoppers should buy 
detergents clearly marked 
biodegradable, he said. 

“We -urge the public to 
write to the federal govern- 
ment requesting legislation by 
which manufacturers will only 
be permitted to market 100 
per cent biodegradable 
detergents.” 

Horn said companies which 
can’t see.the rising anger of 
the public against pollution, 
are stupid. 

“If they don’t see the 
handwriting on the wall how, 
they'll have to face the 
consequences.”

He said these consequences 
could include outbreaks of 
physical violence, especially 
in the east where people are

“Alice’s Restaurant” has 
been showing here two 
weeks and drawing large, 
young crowds. But there 
are probably many adults 
whod won't bother seeing 
the show because they 
think it is. another teeny- 
bopper extravaganza. 


Wednesday night a middle- 
aged woman in a fur hat stuck 
her head in the door.and asked 
the ticket-taker: “Is. this an- 
other movie about teen-agers?”

FUN-LOVING 

Arlo, son of dust-bowl sigger 
Woody, and his crazilyclad 
bunch of friends appeal in- 
stantly to young people. They 
are fun-loving, joke-making, pot- 
smoking, cop-baiting, somewhat 
confused, average kids. 


Their rebellion is funny and 
full of high spirits. There is 
none of the petulance evidenced 
in Easy Rider. In that movie 
Peter Fonda pouts for two 
hours, sticks out his tongue at 
the world with neither purpose, 
grace nor humor. He does not 
endear himself to anyone, par- 
ticularly adults. 


, Alice’s Restaurant is dif- 
ferent. During the first half- 
hour Arlo gets thrown through a 
plate glass window by toughs; 
kicked out of class by a silly, 
bald professor;.lectured at by, a 
fatuous college dean and finally 
thrown in jail, handcuffed and 
finger-printed for littering. 
Littering! 
iv’s FUNNY 

But about when the white- 
collar conservative is going to 
start muttering ...‘‘Now, just a 
minute ." @veryone starts 
laughing. Because it’s funny. 
Being thrown in jail for litter- 
ing! Arlo thinks it’s fumhy and 
the audience thinks it’s. funny. 


The story is based on what| 
happened at Alice’s Restaurant 
in sedentary Stockbridge, Mass., 
one summer. The real Alice 
plays an extra in the film and 
the police chief, William Oban- 
hein, is the same “Obie” who} 
arrested Arlo and his friend. 


Because Arlo has a criminal 
record for ‘‘litterbuggin’,’’ he 
isn’t accepted by the army. At 
the induction centre he has to| 
sit on’ the bench with ‘‘all the 
mother-rapers and father-stab- 
bers and even father-rapers, and| 
they’s all mean and ugly.” | 


The irony isn’t overdone, 
because the ‘‘massacree” is/| 
embellished by Arlo’s gentle] 
wit. A- funny story, but not 
really enough to hang a two- 
hour movie on, - 


REALLY HAPPENED 

So, backgrounding the hilarity 
is Ray and Alice Brock and 
their problem. It really hap-| 
pened too but it isn’t so funny. 


Alice and Ray, played ex- 
pertly’ by Jim Broderick and 
Pat Quinn, are surrogate 
parents for Arlo and his gang of 
crazies, They envision a loving, 
happy family and invite crowds 
of kids to their’ converted 
church. The ptoblem is that it 
just gets too crowded. 


Alice calls herself the “bitch 
with too. many pups” and while 
Ray and the gang bomb off to 
the beach she: is stuck looking 
after Alice’s Restaurant by 
herself. 


She tries to be all things to all 
of. them, particularly a young 
drug addict named Shelley, and 
ends up destroying him and part} 
of Alice, 


FEAR 

Ray doubts his own mascu- 
linity and his hold on Alice and 
this fear makes him need the| 
kids—all the time—to bolster his 
ego. He is afraid to. be. alone 
with himself or Alice. ! 

Arlo acts as a father-con- 
fessor in the last part of the 
movie, He is, quietly going| 
through a “where am I going”’| 
phase minus the histrionics and | 
fortunately, minus the melo- 
drama. But becomes a secon- 
dary character, Everyone in the 
movie becomes secondary to 
Alice. . 

After desperate attempts to| 
reconcile she tells Ray: ‘‘I| 
guess they don’t see our. beauty 
any more.”

HONG KONG. (WP) — In 
Canton early this month, a 
Scandanavian importer 
attending Red China's biennial 
trade fair tried to engage a 
Chinese official in a political 
discussion, but the official cut 
him short, saying: ‘We're 
here to talk business, not 
politics."’ 

A reaction of that kind by a 
Chinese official would have 
been unthinkable a year or 
even six months ago, when 
foreign businessmen visiting 
China were nagged constantly 
by songs, speeches and meet- 
ings extolling Mao Tse tung’s 
brand of Communism. 

Now, however, increasing 
evidence suggests that Peking 
is striving for a more prag- 
matic economic approach 
aimed at ,rebuilding China 
after three years of convul- 
sions generated by Mao's 
cultural revolution. 

Signs of this effort have 
been reflected lately in Chin- 
ese radio references to a new 
five-year plan scheduled to 
start in January. The plan, if 
ft actually begins, would be 
the fourth such scheme initi- 
ated’by the Communists since

Singling out Lu Shao-chi as 
the scapegoat, the “Red 
Flag” article blamed China's 
disgraced chief of state for 
having attempted to “sell 
out” to the Soviet Union, 
which provided Peking with 
loans and technical assistance 
until 1960. 

If these exhortations seem 
to be fundamentally moderate, 
it is still unclear whether 
Peking intends to continue 
offering Chinese peasants cer- 
tain material ‘incentives, such 
as private gardens and free 
markets. 


Black Markets 


A number of official Chinese 
statements criticizing the-rise 
in black marketeering, specu- 
lating and other ‘capitalist 
tendencies” suggest that the 
Peking leaders are troubled 


by the effects of limited 
private enterprise on the 
economy. 


That they chose to avoid a 
clear-cut policy decision on 
these freedoms indicates, 
however, that the Chinese 
leaders fear that tightened 


controls would discourage | 


production. 


Therefore, even though they 
are gradually returning to the 
concept of planning, these 
leaders have yet to determine 
the nature of their economic 
system. 


And until they do, their 
plans will remain~ largely

Pollution Control 
A ‘Good Investment’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) — Re- 
sources Minister, Ray Williston 
Wednesday urged the forest 
industry to invest in such areas 
as pollution comrol—even if 
there's no money to be made in 
them. 

“We would be well advised,” 
he told the 60th annual Pacific 
Logging Congress, ‘“‘to think in 
terms of spending money for 
the common good even if there 
is no promise of profit from the 
venture.” 

Earlier, Jack Davis, federal 
forestry minister, said the 
Canadian forest industry shows 
an example to other industries 
in its concern for conservation. 

He referred to the forest 
industry’s attempts to use 
pesticides other than DDT 
before its dangers were known. 
The industry was “concerned 
about side effects on other 
industries.” 

But, he sakd, forest companies 
have been slow to consider the 


effects of logging.on watersheds 
and, salmon rivers and pro- 
ducing “ugly scars” on 
mountainsides. 

“We are told these are the 
penalties of progress. I am not 
convinced that these penalties 
are altogether necessary ... We 
ean have wild lands as well as 
wood lands, fish-as well as 
forests, and recreation and 
vibrant forest industry too." 


Williston said: 


| “I cannot believe that the 
technological abilities, which 
have made possible remarkable 
progress in forest industrial 
}methods, cannot also make 
possible the control of the 
adverse effects of this develop- 
ment. 


“I see no reason why the 
forest industry cannot survive 
and progress far beyond its 
present role in meeting the 
world's needs—if it recognizes 
that these needs are not con- 
fined to the harvest of timber."’

PARK PROPOSED FOR LAST WILDERNESS ON LOWER COAST 


Rugged Beauty 22 Miles from Victoria *. 


By HUMPHRY DAVY 


Why travel for hours to see 
an feel Vancouver Island's re- 
mote west coast when only 
22 miles from Victoria is an 
area with all its features — 
rugged beauty and surging 
sea. 

The area faces Juan de 
Fuca Strait and totals 2,500 
acres. It includes six-miles of 
coast; stretching from the 
entrance of Sooke Harbor to 
about half way dewn Becher 
Bay. 

It has been proposed as a 
regional park. 

‘Times colleague Peter Mur- 
ray and I visited this little- 


known region and wondered 
why iit bad not been set aside 
as a park long ago. 

It isthe last wilderness 
coastal area on south Van- 
couver Island. 


There were magnificent 
views fromthe high bluffs. 
The coast featured rocky, 
sloping, land, smal! bays, 
beaches and coves. There was 
also plenty of wildlife. 

Bill Smith, a contractor who 
lives near the region, de- 
scribed it as a song bird 
paradise in spring. 

There are about 18 petro- 
glyphic sites along the coast 


and some interesting geologi- 
cal formations, he said. 

But the region has more to 
commend itself than rugged 
wilderness. It has a dry 
landscape — the land around 
the fringe of the coast is 
comparatively free of thick 
vegetation. 

There are thousands of 
miles of undeveloped ocean 
front on the British Columbia 
coast, but this six-mile strip is 
the driest section of this size 
remaining as natural coastline 
on relatively open ocean. 

It is the sort of a place 
visitors from. eastern Canada, 
the United States and Europe 
ask to see when they come to 


Victoria only to be told they 
must to go places like Long 
Beach or Bamfield. 

This region was proposed as 
a park in a report to the 
Capital Regional Board in 
August ‘of this year, but 
aroused little interest be- 
cause/few have ever seen it. 
There are no public accesses 
to the area. 


Planning director Tony 

* Roberts urged the parks board 

to preserve the coastal strip 

as an éxample of what the 

more attractive parts of the 

southern coastline were like 
before settlers arrived.

He also recommended it be 
maintained as a semi-wilder- 
ness park with trails to view 


points, small beaches and 
bays. 
But to create the East 


Sooke Park, the board would 
have to buy about 1,250 acres 
of property from _ private 
owners. The remaining 1,250 
acres. are owned by federal 
and provincial governments. 
They have both indicated they 
are prepared to co-operate in 
making a district park. 


The question now is whether 
the. board will aet in time— 
acquire the land before it is 
broken up for housing.

That quaint 10pound 
wooden box traditionally. used 
for Japanese mandarin 
oranges is falling victim to 
shipping progress. 

Pre-Christmas stocks of the 
juicy little morsels start land- 
ing in Vancouver on Wednes- 
day, some of them -in spe- 
cially designed cardboard 
cartons that will make hand- 
ling easier and quicker. 


For some of’ the little 


wooden boxes, a trademark of 
the industry has already been 
dropped—the rafia rope used 
to bind two boxes together has 
been replaced by tape. 


Anything that expedites the 
handling’ and‘ shipment of 
mandarin oranges is wel- 
comed by the industry, which 
is especially sensitive to 
changes in shipping schedules 
and delays caused by indus- 
trial disputes. 

Until the longshore strike 
was recessed last week, im- 
porters were making special 
arrangements in order to 
have the fruit in stores in 
plenty of time for Christmas. 

A similar port closure two 
years ago resulted ,in man- 
darins being brought to Can- 
ada via U.S. ports. 


A total 3.6 million boxes of 
oranges will be imported in 
the next five weeks, repre- 
senting nearly all of Japan’s 
export crop. 

Mostly because of increas- 
ing Canadian demand, grow- 
ers have raised their man- 
darin acreage 25-35 per cent 
in the last year. 

The first ship to land will be 
NYK Lines Brunchoefst, with 
more than 400,000 boxes that 
will be distributed mostly in 
the West. In recent y@ars the 
Eastern Canada. market for 
fresh mandarins has also been 
rising.

Rugged Beauty 22 Miles from Victoria | 


By HUMPHRY DAVY 


Why travel for hours to see 
and feel Vancouver Island’s 
remote west coast when only 
22 miles from Victoria_is an 
area with all its features — 


‘rugged beauty and surging 
sea? 
The area faces Juan de 


Fuca Strait and totals 2,500 
acres. It includes six miles of 
coast, stretching from the 
entrance of Sooke Harbor to 
about half way down Becher 
Bay. 

It, has been -proposed as a 
regional park. 

Times colleague Peter Mur- 
*ray and I visited this little- 


known region and wondered 
why it had not been set aside 
as a park long ago. 

Tt is the last wilderness 
coastal area on south Van- 
couver Island. 


There were magnificent 
views from the high bluffs. 
The - coast featured rocky, 
sloping, land, small bays, 
beaches and coves. There' was 
also plenty of wildlife. 

Bill Smith, a contractor who 
lives near the region, de- 
scribed it as a song bird 
paradise in spring. 

There are about 18 petro- 
glyphic sites along the coast 


and some interesting geologi- 
cal formations; he said. 

But the region has more to 
commend itself than rugged 
wilderness.. It has a dry 
Tandscape — the land around 
the- fringe of the coast is 
comparatively free of thick 
vegetation. 

There are thousands of 
miles of undeveloped ocean 
front on the British Columbia 
coast, but this six-mile strip is 
the driest section of this size 
remaining as natural coastline 
on relatively open ocean. 

It is the sort of a place 
visitors from eastern Canada, 
the United-States and Europe 
ask to see when.they come to 


Victoria‘ only to be told they 
must to go places like Long 
Beach or Bamfield. 

This region was proposed as 
a park in a report to the 


Capital Regional Board in 
August of this year, but 
aroused little interest be-# 


cause few have ever seen it. 
There are no public accesses 
to the area, 


Planning director Tony 
Roberts urged the parks board 
to preserve the coastal strip 
as an example of_what the 
more attractive parts of the 
southern coastline were like 
before settlers arrived. 


He also recommended it be 
maintained as a sémi-wilder- 
ness park with trails to view 
points, small beaches and 
bays. 


But to create the East 
Sooke Park, the board would 
have to-buy about 1,250 acres 
of property from private 
owners. The remaining 1,250 
acres-are owned by federal 
and provincial governments. 
They have both indicated they 
are prepared to co-operate in 
making a district park. 


The. question now is whether 
the board will act in time— 
acquire the land before it is 
broken up for housing.

That quaint 10-pound 
wooden box traditionally used 
for Japanese mandarin 
oranges is falling victim to 
shipping progress, 

Pre-Christmas stocks of the 
juicy little morsels start land- 
ing in Vancouver on Wednes- 
day, some of them in spe- 
vially designed cardboard 
cartons that will make hand- 
ling easier and quicker. 

For some of the little 
wooden boxes, a trademark of 
the industry has already been 
dropped—the rafia rope used 
to bind two boxes together has 
been replaced by tape, 


Anything that éxpedites the 


handling and shipment of 
mandarin oranges is wél- 


comed by the industry, which 
is especially sensitive to 
changes in shipping schedules 
and delays caused- by indus- 
trial disputes. 

Until the longshore strike 
was recessed last week, im- 
porters: were making special 
arrangements in order to 
have thé fruit in st6res in 
plenty of time for Christmas. 

A similar port closure two 
years ago resulted in man- 
darins’ being brought to Can- 
ada via U.S. ports.

« The -figures released in Ottawa said the 
seasonally-adjusted rate of unemployment hit 5.3 
per cent of the national labor force. 


That makes it the highest in 16 months and 
second by only one-tenth ef one per cent to the 
peak hit in 1963. 


The unemployment rate reached 4.7 per cent 
in B.C. Quebec was hardest: hit with a rate of 
almost 6 per cent while Ontario saw its rate rise 
slightly to 2.9 per cent. 


A total of 314,000 Canadians, out of a labor 
force of 8,142,000, were without jobs and. looking 
for work ast month. 


The jobless number was 35,000 greater than In 
September and 26,000 higher than in- October last 
year, 


‘In B.C. the picture was considerably less grim. 
Although the 40,000 unemployed last month was 
7,000 more than the number seeking work in 
September, it was still 2,000 fewer than the 
number out of. work in October a year ago. 

And the employment side of the ledger showed 
there were 809,000 British Columbians working 
last month — 52,000 more than a year ago. 


The Atlantic region’s unemployment rate in 
October was 5.2 per cent. On the Prairies it was 
2.4 per cent.
